The following list includes species of lichens of the genus Chuloiiid, 
collected by the writer during July and August, 1928, in the valley

north shore of the Gaspe Peninsula. Although many of the species 
mentioned will be found in the list of lichens of the Gaspe Peninsula 
publishe<l by Dr. C. \V. Dodge,^ they have not been omitted, as the 
present list supplies new forms and stations.

The hulk of tlu* foregoing species need hut litth' comment, heing, 
for the most part, well known inhahitants of the eolder or temperate 
regions of the British Isles, Europe, Siberia, Greenland. Labrador, 
Canada, and, in some cases. South .America and .Vustralia nearly 
or quite cosmopolitan. .An c.xception is tlu* well known Xorth 
.American endemic, C. rristdtrlla Tuck. .A lew, however, deserve 
further mention. 

.V hitherto unknown form, found by C. .A. liobbins in the material 
collected, was named by him C. iar/.vu. The description is as follows. 

('lai)OXIA invisa,‘ Robbins, sp. nov., primary siiuamules small to 
medium size, thickish, rounded, becoming more or h‘ss lobate-divided, 
glaucescent above, white beneath, KOH-f-; podetia stout, short o 
mm. tall (taller?), cortieate, usually naked aiul semipellucid above, 
divided into short obtuse branches, always terminated by compara¬ 
tively large brownish or darker apothecia KOH + . Suggestive ot 
C. racspiticla (without caespitose habit, podetia stouter, better devel¬ 
oped, with thicker and more rounded s(iuamules), or a dwarf C. 
cariosa (without characteristic reaction). Type growing with C. 
bacillaris (.Ach.) Nyl. from base of tree, valley of tlu‘ Cap Chat 
River, Alatane County, Quebec. 

This same locality yielded also Cladoma digifata var. glahrafa 
(Del.) Wainio (Fig. 2) a species rare in both Europe and .America, 
collected bv Wainio in^ Finland and also found in France^. CUtdonin 
acuminata (.Ach.) Xyl. (Fig. 3) was discovered growing in an e.xtensivc* 
colony (twenty or more square leet) with other lichens, as Sfrrco- 
caidon tamrnto.sum Fr. and a species of moss, Rhacomitnnm cancsccns 
(Timm.) Brid. The colony occupied part of a gravelly beach oliviously

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flooded at times of high water. Wainio' gives tlie range of this 
lichen as follows, stating that it is iinj)erfoetly understood; Finland, 
linssian Lapland, inonntains of Scotland, and Ireland, Switzerland, 
Tirol, Sil)(>ria, I*ort Clarence, on Ih'hring Strait, and Kergneh'ii 
Island.“ It is clearly an iidiahitant of snharctic, sid)antarctic, alpine 
and snl)ali)in(‘ regions. 

Among other species found in the Cap Chat Valley, Clndotila 

horho}/i<‘(i (I)(“l.) Xyl. and Clddoiilo conisfa (.\ch.) Hohhins deserve 

mention. Wainio'’ gives the distribution of the fornua- as Australia, 

.lava, and the Islands of Bonrhon (B(‘union), Alauritins and Mada- 

ga.scar, with stations at Orizaba, Me.xico, Cuba, Dominica, St. 

\ inccnt, Minas Oeraes, Brazil. It is found also in Costa Bica, 

Florida, Alabama, and \’ermont with a station in the Hawaiian 
Islands.'* 

On the siimmit of Alt. Logan a collection was made of a single 
|)od(*tium (hui. J) (|uite imic|iu‘ in conformation, and, so far as known, 
not duplicated. The description is briefly as follows; 

Primary thalhis wanting; podetium unbranched, cm. tall, 
actual diauK'ter 2 mm., but increased to 8 nun. by a thick growth 
ot large digitate s(iuamules which completely envelope it; abruptly 
scyphiform at the summit, cup 1.5 cm. in diameter, s(juamulo.se on 
both oul(‘r and inner surfaces; nearly sterile but with imlications 
of young red apothecia on ix'riphery, KOH4-. 

This specimen was classified by Robbins as a foliose and aberrant 
form ot (\ j)l('nri)f(i (Floerk.) Schaer.
